On January 7, 1946, the Plan- 
hing and Zoning Commission vot- 
d unanimously, to draft this new 
Ordinance. This was done, and 
esented to the City Council on 
fanuary 14, 1946. Final passage 
Bf the ordinance was effected on 
Bebruary 4, 1946. 
Therefore, since the authority 
lo grant or deny a business build- 
f& permit still rests with the 
Planning and Zoning Commis- 
ion, and because the new ordin- 
Ince states that no business may 
e allowed, “which may consti- 
te a nuisance, or which may 
noxious or offensive by rea- 
ion of emission of odor, dust, 
moke, gas, or noise, annoying to,
